It ia proposed ‘to give the order to 
Messrs, Watker & Sons, who have just 
successfully erocted a fine Organ at Shang- 
hai, and whose representative bas himsclf 
seen tho damage (incredible to the work- 
man_ who has nover been out of England} 
which years of this climate are capable of 
‘effecting, 7 

The cost of an Organ suited to the 
Cathedral, laid down in Hongkong, and 
including the expenses of a skilled work- 
min to come ont and put it up, is estimated 
at £2,000, say $12,000. This sm will not 
be regarded as extravagant if it is borne 
in mind that pipes which in England are 
made of deal, glued together, have, for the 
East, to be made of mahogany, secured 
with brass screws, overything else being 
similarly modified.
